The most common focation for 
calclum deposits is ijn the 
shoulder, The symptoms are duc 
to inflammation in the affected 
area. The pain comes on gra- 
dually, even without any prece~ 
ding injury. Finally, there is an 
nimost constant aching, made 
work by movement, pressure, 
or the application of heat. Some- 
times the joint catches during 
movement, 


The condition may be ding- 
nosed with certainty by X-ray 
examination, since’ calcium de- 
posits are visible in the X-ray 
plate. . 

- Blood Supply 


In some cases the symptoms 
may clear-up without any parti- 
cular treatment.
